A few years ago cars w ith four- 
wheel brake' were quite a novelty, but 
soon becam e common knit a bicycle 
w ith 
fo u r-w h eel’ brakes is som e­ 
thing new to this country, but this is 
w hat Orville Fenati. the five-year-old 
son of H M Fenati, superintendent oi 
th e Pearson Brick Com pany, has just 
received as a present from his uncle, 
E Sgubbi. of Italy. 
A lthough quite common 
in 
Italy 
and oth er countries of Europe, they 
are alm ost

America, 
these bicycles w ith four ‘fore* wheel 
brakes 
The m achine th a t the P en ­ 
al! lad received was m ade as a spe­ 
cial present by his uncle, who is a 
bicycle m anufacturer in Italy. It has 
brakes on both th e fore and back 
wheels 
and 
these 
brakes are not 
coaster brakes in the 
hub 
of 
the 
wheels, but work on th e rim of the 
inside of th e wheel som ething like a 
brake on a farm wagon, except they 
brake on th e inside of the rim and 
n o t on the tire. 
T he rear wheel worked on a free- 
running hub so th a t w hen the pedals 
are held th e wheel continues to freely 
tu rn , but there is no brake to grip 
the wheel if the pedal: are pushed in­ 


to the reverse. 
The brakes are oper­ 
ated by a ever on each of th e handle­ 
bars, the rear brake operated from 
the right handle and the front from 
th e .left handle. 
A sm all wire passes 
through a cabal and thus puts a pres­ 
sure on the brake th a t will stop the 
wheel alm ost instantly. 
A nother feature of the m achine is 
th a t the back w’heel has a sprocket 
on each side of the hub, one of them 
free-running and the other solid, a n i 
the wheel can be reversed in a m o­ 
m ent, using eith er hub.

Often a swarm of bees gets away 
from the owner's prope “ty ami ait1 far 
away before they land. 
Since they 
wear no license nunvoer. they are 
considered the property of those who 
care to hive them. 
Charles N. Greene 
spector of the Pennsyl 
Plant Industry, tells 
break up housekeepi 
ture'i three reasons, 
swarm, first, to replace an old queen; 
second, to provide roc m for rearing 
new brood; third, to provide storage 
for incoming nectar. 
Mr Greenen has found that bees 
exercise real foresight before they

they will not sting. The best substi­ 
tute for the best honey and Liways 
available is granulated sugar and 
water. 
“The bees should never be hived In 
an old hive. Secure a modem mova­ 
ble frame hive, one that meets all the 
requirements of the state bee law. and 
place it near the swarm. 
Shake the 
bees into a basket and then place a 
few of them near the entrance to the 
hive. Once a few’ have entered, the 
rest will follow

It has been recalled that Muic. de 
Sevigne in a letter to her daughter 
ridiculed women with short hair, say- j 
ing it made one’s head “look like a 
little round cabbage head. “Yet later 
Marie Theresa had her hair cut in 
the “St. Germain style” and. as is 
usual in such cases, others im itated 
her. 
This fashion did not meet the favor 
of women whose hair was rather ihin 
and scanty.
